SENATE TAKES UP 
WHEELER RESOLUTION 


Washington. Feb. 29.— The senate 
today plunged into the fight over 
the form of the Wheeler resolution,

Senator Wheeler 
modified it to provide that the sen­ 
ate should elect the 
investigating 
committee. 
It originally named the 
committee, with Senator Brookhart 
appointed as chairman. 
Senator Lodge moved to amend by 
leaving appointment of the commit­ 
tee to the chair, and debate on this 
point started.

Washington, Feb. 29.—The senate 
today unanimously adopted the Mc-' 
Kellar resolution, 
requesting

President Coolidge request Secretary 
Mellon to furnish the senate oil com­ 
mittee the income tax returns of H. 
F. Sinclair, E. B. McLean and Albert 
B. Fall, and all the Doheny and Sin­ 
clair oil concerns. 
An amendment by Senator Moses, 
New Hampshire, to include the sec­ 
retary’s investigation question was 
adopted. 
Mellon said the reason for 
the amendment would appear later.

WHAT IS ENTHUSIASM! 


T h e S a m p le C a se , official organ of th e United Commercial 
Travelers of America, p u b lish es a fine article on the subject, 
“ What is Enthusiasm ?” 
The writer, C. W. Zeitz, is field man­ 
ager for Lever Brothers of Chicago, and gives the results of his 
manifold observations. 
He says in part: 
“A re you a part of the treasure of your employer? 
When 
one is engaged as a salesman, he is considered an asset to the 
business. 
So much is taken from the treasury to develop what 
the employer thinks he has within him. 
Then he is placed in a 
territory where there is a market for his employer’s merchandise 
and is given a part of the planning of 
future activities in the 
field. 
The territory planning and success depends largely on the 
salesman’s judgm ent of matters pertaining to his particular te rri­ 
tory, the enthusiasm and inspirational ideas he is capable of 
visualizing. 
“ What greater asset can a salesman have than enthusiasm? 
With it he can express himself in such a way that the buyer will 
take an interest and will Cooperate in every way. 
“ How can a salesman be enthusiastic? 
This is often ex­ 
pressed by the average salesman with the statement that he is 
‘all pepped up’ and that he is feeling fine because of a good night’s 
rest or that something has come over him th a t he feels enthusias­ 
tic enough to get out for a little business. 
“ Far be this from the t r u e meaning of enthusiasm! 
The 
salesman must be like the public speaker who knows what he is 
talking about, who knows the true meaning of his subject so that 
he can inspire Ins audience with the same picture he himself visu­ 
alizes.
